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Friends  of  KPFA:  °  / 

As   many  of  you  know,  on  Wednesday  evening  last,  Lewis   Hill,  President  of  Paci- 

*fic*a  Foundation,   under  which  radio  station  KPFA  is  operated,   took  his  own  life.  On 

behalf  of  the  Directors,  Executive  Membership  and  staff  of  the  Foundation,  I  wish  to 

talk   with  you  for  a  few  minutes  regarding  the  profound  significance  of  the   life  and 

tragic  death  of  this  outstanding  man. 

Personally,  I  regard  Lewis  Hill  as  one  of  the  truly  creative  personalities  of  this 
generation.  His  contribution  to  the  intellectual  and  cultural  enrichment  of  our  society 
is  one  of  such  dimensions  as  to  defy  adequate  evaluation.  In  an  era  in  which  the 
functions  of  communication  and  of  communications  have  assumed  vast  proportions- 
bewildering  potentials  for  man's  growth  and  frightening  potentials  for  man's  exploi- 
tation—we have  been  fortunate  indeed  in  having  in  our  midst  a  man  of  such  vision 
and  insight. 

If  I  may  be  permitted  to  philosophize  for  just  a  moment -- idealism,  especially  in 
the  young,  is  far  from  being  an  unknown  quality  in  modern  society.  But  what  is 
startlingly  rare  today  is  to  find  a  man  in  early  middle  life  so  committed  to  his  ideals 
that  he  is  able  to  resist  the  deadening  temptations  of  our  time  toward  conformity, 
personal  comfort  and  security. 

But  there  are  penalties  exacted  of  those  who  have  such  temerity.  Lewis  Hill  and 
the  devoted  colleagues  on  the  staff  of  KPFA  who  have  shared  his  ideals  and  his 
privations  have  struggled  against  material  obstacles  in  the  building  of  an  indepen- 
dent listener-sponsored  radio  enterprise  which  would  long  ago  have  daunted  less 
intrepid  spirits.  The  history  of  KPFA,  while  one  of  highest  idealism,  has  at  the  same 
time  been  one  of  extreme  financial  difficulty.  It  is  a  history  which  has  been  made 
possible  through  the  unstinting  sacrifices  of  its  staff,  the  unflagging  interest  of 
some  thousands  of  subscribers,  the  generosity  of  a  great  many  donors  and  the  patient 
understanding  of  many  creditors  and  suppliers. 

Through  these  years  of  stress  and  struggle,  of  achievement  and  of  precarious 
survival,  Lewis  Hill  was  impressive  in  his  quiet  confidence  and  limitless  poise. 
Few  knew  of  the  searchings  of  his  versatile  mind  and  sensitive  spirit  in  other  media 
of  expression— for  example,  in  the  field  of  poetry.  Few  knew  of  the  opera  which  he 
has  written  and  for  which  a  distinguished  musician  has  composed  the  music.  Few 
knew  of  the  novel,  not  yet  published,  which  was  the  story  of  a  man  who  took  his  own 
life  as  a  positive  act  of  faith.  (Portions  of  this  book  will  shortly  be  broadcast.) 

Fewer  still  knew  of  the  appalling  inner  toll  exacted  by  the  struggles  with  the  seem- 
ingly insurmountable  problems  of  keeping  KPFA  on  the  air,  of  maintaining  the  con- 
stant battle  against  financial  collapse,  against  misunderstandingandmisinterpretation

To  all  of  those  who  have  staunchly  supported  KPFA  as  listener-sponsors,  as  voluntary 
workers,  as  donors,  as  suppliers— to  all  who  share  the  concept  of  broadcast  communica- 
tion on  a  high  level  of  independent  and  imaginative  thought  and  of  artistic  expression.  .  . 
to  all  who  find  stimulus,  uplift  and  enjoyment  in  the  KPFA  programs,  the  staff  and  ad- 
ministrative bodies  of  Pacifica  Foundation  announce  that,  with  your  help,  the  station 
will  remain  on  the  air  and  will  continue  as  a  solvent  institution,  seeking  to  achieve 
the  unique  purposes  for  which  the  foundation  was  established. 

In  fact,  as  some  of  you  know,  Pacifica  Foundation  has  been  planning  and  preparing 
for  the  establishment  of  coordinated  broadcasting  activities  in  Southern  California.  Re- 
garding this  important  step  in  more  extensive  State  operation  of  listener-sponsor  activi- 
ties we  shall  have  more  to  tell  you  in  the  near  future. 

To  be  a  pioneer  in  a  worthy  enterprise  is  a  function  compatible  with  the  highest  tra- 
ditions of  our  country.  Lewis  Hill  envisioned  a  pattern  in  which  station  KPFA  would  be 
the  pilot  experiment  of  a  movement  ultimately  extending  nationally  and  internationally. 
He  was  the  guiding  spirit  in  the  development  of  the  Broadcasting  Foundation  of  America, 
a  non-profit  institution,  with  a  distinguished  board  of  directors,  which  has  already 
commenced  exploratory  activities  in  Europe,  India  and  elsewhere. 

Lewis  Hill  needs  no  monument  of  stone  to  stand  as  a  tribute  to  his  life.  Pacifica 
Foundation  and  Station  KPFA  constitute  a  fitting  monument.  We,  the  directors,  execu- 
tive members  and  staff,  share  with  you  in  holding  in  trust,  as  it  were,  this  precious 
thing— this   audacious  and  challenging  adventure  of  the  mind  and  of  the  heart.
